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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the means for 
supplying the second and third fluids must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). It is noted that the heat exchangers for the fluid are shown, but none of the 
figures makes it clear that three separate fluids are passing through the three heat 
exchangers. No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-12, 33,34 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 

as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 

matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 6, it is stated that the drive unit "communicates with the control unit". It is 
unclear whether this is fluid communication (with the first cooling fluid flow passing from 
the control unit to the drive unit), or electrical or other communication to control the drive 
unit. It is also unclear if the fluid flow from the supply unit is the same fluid as passes 
through the control housing to provide cooling. Claims 9 and 34 claim a third cooling 
fluid, yet there is no claiming of a second cooling fluid in the claims from which they 
depend. In claim 33, it is unclear if both the first and second cooling fluids are in heat 
exchange relationship to the control unit. The claims not specifically mentioned above 
depend from unclear claims, so they are unclear by their association. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
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351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3,8,11 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Khelifa et al (2004/0000161). 

Line 7 of paragraph 24 states that an electronic circuit 10 is cooled by a first coolant. 
The first coolant is the coolant which is circulated from the supply unit (the compressor). 

Claims 1-3,8,11 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Helt etal (4,720,981). 

Helt et al show a device which cools the controller using heat exchanger 20. The 
compressor is the supply unit. In regard to claim 1 1 , line 31 of column 9 states that a 
scroll compressor (which will have an impeller) may be used. Line 13 of column 3 
states that the cooling fluid is a liquid when used for cooling the controller. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
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not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-3,8-12,25-27,32 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Wlech in view of Helt et al. 

Wlech discloses applicants' basic inventive concept, a fluid supply device for a fuel cell 
which uses a fluid to cool the controller for the drive unit, substantially as claimed with 
the exception of cooling the control unit by channel which passes through the controller 
housing. Helt et al shows this feature to be old in the flow controller cooling art. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of applicants' 
invention from the teaching of Helt et al to modify the fluid supply device of Wlech by 
cooling the controller using a fluid passing through a channel formed in a wall of the 
housing to efficiently cool the controller. In regard to claim 9, the radiator of Wlech is 
cooled by air. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-24 are allowed. 

Claims 4-7 and 33-35 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 28-31 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. Alva, White, Imaseki et al, Ballentine et al, Grasso et al, Baumert 
et al and Reiser show fuel cell cooling units.
